The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the distal tip being 
inserted into the distal portion and the plurality of fasteners being connected must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
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of the following is required: the specification fails to provide antecedent basis for the 
fasteners being connected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 23, there is no antecedent basis for "the fluid delivery lumen". 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,3,9,12,13,17,18,22 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Justin, et al.-5980524. 

Justin discloses a tubular member as shown in fig. 13 having a sharpened distal 
tip and which receives therein a tissue fastener 50. As shown in fig. 6 and 7, the anchor 
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members and the connecting portion all expand upon contact with body fluid. Fig. 12 
shows the helical fastener. 

See col. 2 lines 32-34; Col. 5 line 66-col. 6 line 3 and col. 6 lines 36-45. 

Claims 1-3,7-9,12,13,16-22 and 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by DeVries, et al.-2004/0044364. 

DeVries discloses a tissue fastener system having as shown in fig. 1 1 A a tubular 
member 52 which can be reinforced and which may have a tissue piercing end 55. 
Inside the tube is a tissue fastener 1 having two end anchoring portions and a middle 
connecting portion. The anchors and connecting portion expand upon expulsion from 
the tube and in the event that it is made out of nitinol, it has the capability to expand 
upon subjection to contact with a heated fluid. See paragraph 
44,47,50,53,55,62,64,66,8999,101,102. 

Claims 1,7,9,10-13,17,19,20,24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Kammerer, et al.2001/0010005. 

Kammerer discloses a tissue fastening system having a tube 500,420 with a 
piercing distal tip 410. Both the tip and distal portion have a slot trough the wall to allow 
a portion of the connecting portion of a tissue fastener and one anchor to remain 
outside the tube during deployment. The fastener is I or H-shaped and has a more 
elastic connecting portion as shown in fig. 8 and 8A. See paragraph 1 1-13,59 and 66. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 14,15 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over DeVries, et al.-'364 in view of Richards, et al.-4669473 and Hammerslag-6287323. 

DeVries discloses the invention as claimed with the exception of the plurality of 
fasteners, the connecters being connected and the fluid delivery lumen. 

Richards discloses in fig. 16 and 17 the use of a plurality of fasteners connected 
together. It would have been obvious to have used a plurality of connected fasteners, as 
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taught by Richards, as this tends to prohibit movement of the overall fastener in either 
direction. 

Hammerslag discloses in col. 21 liens 35-43 that it was common to provide a 
fastener introducer sheath with a port and fluid delivery lumen. It would have been 
obvious to have provided the tube of DeVries with a port and fluid delivery lumen, as 
taught by Hammerslag, as this allows for providing irrigation during the procedure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
